FROM WASHINGTON. 

An important movement from the eastern 
part of the state of Washington to the Hdmon- 
ton district appears to have commenced. The 
large delegation of last week is being followed 
by a much larger one this weck. These are 
evidently not people looking merely for a cheap 
trip, but people who want locations and know 
a good country when they see it. The reason 
for this movement is altogether different from 
that from Dakota. In the case of Dakota the 
country had _aeege a failure, and people had to 
ret out as hest they could. Im the case of 

ashington it appears that people have flocked 
in in numbers greater than the limited agricul- 
tural area will accommodate. This has caused 
the land to rise quickly in value and gives the 
opportunity to those who desire to move to 
realize at fair figures, Satisfactory and cesir- 
able as the immigration from Dakota has been, 
it is altogether likely that that from eastern 
Washington will be still more satisfactory, in 
that the people will have more means, and are 
more inclined for mixed farming than pure 
wheat raising. ‘The only difficulty in the way 
is that, aithough the distance from Eastern 
Washington to [dmonton is much less than 
from Dakota, the ratlroad communication is net 
direct. To go arcuad by all rail makes the 
trip unnecessarily long and expensive, while to 
come direct involves a link of steamboating on 
the Colum! ia from the Gre. t Northern to the C 

P. R. at Revelstoke, which is both expeusive 
and inconvenient, especially for the transport 
of stock and eflects, Although the necessary 
railway connection cannot be made at once, it 
is to be hoped that the C, P. R. will see that 
its inter.sts lic in reducing the cost of transport 
over this route to the lowest point. The C. P. 
R. helped very largely to fill up the state of 
Washington by the very low rates which it 
gave to through passengers. It can now do 
itself and this country far more good by giving 
Foeporprymtely low rates to people desiring to 
eave Washington for the Northwest.

EXECUTIVE DUTIES. 


THe strangest thing about the recent turn 
over of executives in Regina is that throughout 
the whole of the Territories no newspaper 
champions the case or cause of the victors, and 
only one, the Regina Leader, or perhaps two, 
if the Prince Albert Times can be called a 
paper, attacks the policy of the defeated party. 
The question upon which the House voted 
against Mr. Haultain, the representation of 
Saskatchewan in the execntive, is never alluded 
to, for no one has more reason to know than 
the men who voted for the motion, that there 
was no reason in it. One objection, and one 
only, that can, by any stretch of imagination, 
be called an intelligent objection has been public- 
ly made against any action or inaction by Mr. 
Haultain. That is the charge that he fell short 
of his duty in not undertaking on behalf of the 
executive the preparation and initiation of all 
important legislation in the assembly, This 
charge was made against him by his opponent 


and successor at a time when Mr, Haultain was 


debarred from replying, and has since been re- 


iterated in newspaper interviews by the same 
gentleman; always asa reason to climb into 


otlice over Mr, Hauitain’s shoulders. 


matter of fact, under the arrangement whereby 


Mr. Haultain took oftice during the session of 


ISM], there were several conditions,agreed to by 
all the members of the assembly, including Mr. 
Cayley, (except perhaps Messrs, Brett and 


Betts) differing materially from those existing 


in an ordinary responsible executive, The first 
of these conditions was that, in order to save 
expense to the country, only one member of the 
executive should reside at Regina, and he alone 


should receive a salary, the other members be- 


ing only paid travelling expenses and an allow- 
ance when called to Regina. As a consequence 
of this arrangement it was agreed thal it would 
be unfair, as it was unnecessary, to compel 
members of the executive to go through the 
expense of an election contest upon taking a 
seat in the executive, as is the rule in other 
responsible executives. Asa further consequence 
it was still further agreed that as the 
members of the executive would not be 
together sufficiently often to admit of their

agreeing upon a policy on all legislative matters 
the burden of preparing general legislation 
should not be placed upon them, and that the 
preparation and introduction of such legislation 
should go onas before. This was distinctly 
understood by every member of the House be- 
fore Mr. Hanltain accepted office. On doing so 
he definitely amnounced that these lines would 
be followed and particularly mentioned that 
while the executive wotild be responsible for 
all finaticial legislation it would not, owing to 
the conditions above mentioned and the agree- 
ment already arrived at, be responsible for the 
preparation or introduction of general legisla- 
tion. To these conditions Mr: Cayley offered 
no objection, and professed to give Mr. Haul- 
tain his hearty support. Making charges against 
Mr. Haultain for action with which he himself 
fully agreed is a fair specimen of the gentleman’s 
political tactics, Which might pass current as 
smartness amongst blacklegs, but will certainly 
fall short before an intelligent electorate.

The Scandinavian Canadian, of Winnipeg, is 
now issued weekly, 

Henry Fry has been appointed land commis- 
sioner of the Manitoba Northwestern railway. 

The railway from Calgary to Macleod will be 
taken over by the C. P. R. on November Ist. 
Two trains a week will be run,
